Probably caes])itose, epiphytic herbs u|) to 8 dm. or 
more tall. Stems o S mm. in diameter, unbranclied, cov¬ 
ered with the old leaf bases. Leaves (>-l 1 cm. lonix and 


cm. broad, elliptic to elliptic-oblanceolate, ob¬ 
tuse, coriaceous, deciduous; leaf-sheaths persistinjx, final¬ 
ly shredding. Inflorescence a short, few-flowered (about 
S-Howered) raceme nearly e(pialling or shorter than the 
subtending leaves; bracts 1 ..5-8 cm. long, 1-2 cm. broad, 
ovate, acute, ehartaceous, navicular, nearly as long as the 
flowers. Sepals about 11 mm. long and .5 mm. broad, 
ovate-lanceolate, obtuse, fleshy, with three principal 
nerves. Petals about 10 mm. long and 4 mm. broad, 
broadly oblanceolate, somewhat oblitpie, obtuse with 
three principal nerves. Jiip about 10 mm. long and 11 


mm. broad, nearlv orbicular in outline, fleshv, 8-lobed, 
with two small carinae extcFiding from the apex of the

column toward the middle of the lamina; the mid-lobe 
very small and inconspicuous, hardly more than an obtuse 
mucro. Column about 4 mm. long, straight, adnate to 
the lip.

The mid-lobe of the lip in both species is very incon¬ 
spicuous.

Dendrobium (Subg. Dendrocoryne) Dickasonii

Herbae caespitosae, parvae, usque and 4 cm. altae. 
Caulis clavellatus, 2-4-articuhitus. Folia elliptico-lance- 
olata. Inflorescentia uniflora. Flores pro plantas grandes. 
Sepalum dorsale lineari-oblongum, obtusum, cpiintiue- 
nervium. Sepala lateralia lineari-lanceolata, acuta, quin- 
quenervia. Petala lineari-lanceolata, obtusa, quinquener- 
via. Labellum integrum, ovato-lanceolatum, obtusum 
v^el leviter acutum, trilamellatum. Columna generis. 
Small, caespitose, e])iphytic herbs with stems up to 



about 4 cm. long and witli comparatively large orange 
(yellow when dry) dowers. Stems 1 -t cm. long, *2-7 mm. 
in diameter, clavellate, swollen, with two to tour articula¬ 
tions. Leaves on dowering specimens immature, elliptic- 
lanceolate, the largest seen about *2.5 mm. long and (t mm. 
broad. Indorcsccnce 1-dowered, the dower apparently 
arising from the top of the articidation of the previous 
year’s growth, hence subterminal. Flowers large for the

Dcnilrohiuni Dirhisonli apparently belongs in Kriinzlin's 
section Superbienta of the subgenus Dendrocoryne. 
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
